A l i t t l e - IkU'r such an 
broken straw or chaff should be. pul 
in the nest .

.should be put. in eagh nest and tin 
lien placed on the nest a day or two 
to fore the eggs are introduced, to be 
assured that she will set. Any strain 
o rthe comtnon barnyard fowl may be 
used, providing the lien is not too 
heavy, is free from roup and scaly let; 
and is of geni.ie disposition. The hen 
should be taken oft' at regular hour.-; 
to be fed and watered and given an 
airing, but should not remain off more 
than fifteen minutes, as pheasant, eggs 
cool more quickly than 
hen 
eggs. 


Many breeders sprinkle the es'K-s with 
warm water once each week. 


"The period of incubation is about 


twenty-three days. When they besin 
to -hatch the hen should not be dis- 
turbed but allowed to set on them 
about 
twenty-four hours. No 
food 


should be given to the hen or the 
young during that time. 


"The food for young pheasants for 


the.first four to six weeks should con- 
sist of stale bread crumbs mixed with 
custard made from eggs and 
milk. 


This mixture should not be fed too 
moist. Prom time to time small grain 
Bucb as millet, wheat, canard seeds, 
etc., can be added. 


"When cooping cut the birds a sun- 


ny field sloping to the south should 
be selected if possible, the drier the 
bettor. There should be no bottom 
in the coop, as they do belter roost- 
ing on the ground. If the weather is 
damp, an old sack should be placed 
under the box at nisnt, taking it out 
in the day time to dry. 


Pheasants, tip to four weeks of age 


should be fed at least four times a 
day.

They should be kept from 
litre and should any bird show signs 
of roup it should be immediately tak- 
en away from the healthy ones. .They 
are also .very fond of cottage cheese 
or smear case, made by heating milk 
and squeezing the whey out of the 
curd.

"Keep the young pheasants away 


from chickens or other fowl, as they 
lo much better by themselves.

"If you want us to be patriotic, give us something to be pa- 


triotic about. Take the profits out of war, and let the Govern- 
ment furnish what defense we need at cost. Tell us what has 
been done with the billions we have already spent. Tell xus what 
these dangers are that are talked about, instead of keeping us 
in the dark until the crisis comes and then asking us to fight. 
Take the drones off our backs, who live on our labor; and give 
us'a chance to have our own homes and support our families 
without sending our wives to work as many of us now have to. 


"The workers are beginning to study and think about these 


problems. They know that there is a big capitalistic profit in 
selling materials of war; and they know that there is a big cap- 
italistic profit in selling- the surplus of their product in ioreign 
markets. You take this surplus from them and use it for com- 
mercial advantage abroad; and then you ask them to pay taxes 
to build up a big military organization to further it. Then when 
you have gotten into a conflict, you ask them to give their fathers 
and husbands and sons to fight and die for this interest. Talk 
about patriotism for such things makes me sick. If you want to 
get the Eupport of the workers, you will have to give them an 
army in which they can elect their own officers and have some

"But mark well t h a t Mr. .lames Maurer is not. n pacifist of the 


Hrvan tvp'1. 
(!'• lives in a real world and he confines his speech to 


realities. Apparently he is not impressed with the idea that, war 
can be abolished by the simple process of being unprepared to fight. 
His imagination evidently conceives conditions that mi«'lit. make war 
necessary and things t h a t might, well be worth fighting for. 
lint, he 


is quite sure that men w i l l not prepare to light, and will not fight for 
something which they themselves do not possess. 


"(live them homes and they will be at some sacrifice to defend 


their homes. "With the workingman all discussions about this kind 
of preparedness or that kind, about, the size of the army or of the 
navy, about the number of reserves, are a ]mrc waste of time and 
arithmetic, until, you can show him why he as an individual should 
want to be prepared at all. And in this country we shall never have 
real preparedness, we shall never have security u n t i l the demand 
for prepa redness comes from the masses of the people.

Frankly we should say the chances are small indeed in the near fu- 
ture without the spur of a disastrous war. 


"And we. are not, among those -who believe in waiting for the 


millennium, to arrive before taking nny steps to protect ourselves. 
Perhaps our civilization is backward. Perhaps it is inferior in. some 
respects to the boasted culture of CJermany. 
-Japan could give us 


lessons in Inishido, and England might; teach vis something in the per- 
fecting of representative, government. But take it all in all, oui 
civilization is the best we know; if we had to give up this expert 
ment in democracy we should be at a loss to find, .a new starting point; 
indeed, we should almost despair of human progress. Therefore our 
country and our people and our forms of government are worth de- 
fending now from hostile attack.
